M. "Witte did not remain long at the 


St. Regis this morning. Accompanied 
by ono of the secretaries he started for 
an anto ride about the city at ]0 
30 o'clock. 
They went unattended.

through Central Park and out along 
Riverside drive.

OPINION GROWS IN RUSSIA THAT 


MANY NEEDED REFORMS WILL BE 


SECURED AS RESULT OF AGITATION 


TEN CENTS A WCIK. 


St. Petersburg, Aug. 3.—There is a 


growing opinion among the people of

ANOTHlfENVOY 


New York, Aug. 3. — Clothed ..with 


plenary powers, Sergius Witte. Rus- 
sia's ranking plenipotentiary to the 
Washington 
conference, landed here 


from the Kaiser Wilhelm Der Grosse 
as quietly and democratically as the 
most humble of his fellow passengers. 
Awaiting Mr. Witte at the dock was 
Baron Rosen, Russian ambassador at 
Washington, with his first secretary 
of embassy, Mr. Hanson. Mr. Witte 
came down the gangplank followed 
by his suite, but soon found passage 
impeded by a tremendous crowd, who 
cheered him, and whose greetings Mr. 
Witte smilingly acknowledged by re- 
peatedly 
lifting 
his 
hat. 
Midway 


down the pier the procession was 
again stopped, this time, however, by 
a delegation from the Slavonic society 
of New York, who 
presented Mr. 


Witte with am address. The Russian 
envoy made a*. brief-but-_GoiulMil=. re- 
sponse. 
' ' 


Envoy Witte emphatically denied 


having said that the Japanese terms 
would be intolerable. He denied that 
he had predicted that the conference 
would break up in a week. 


M. WUte indicated that he will 


make every possible effort 
towards 


the conclusion of peace. However, ho 
feels that to reach this object it is 
necessary that the Japanese should 
be animated by the same feelings; 
that they should be convinced that 
peace for Russia is desirable, but is 
not at all indispensable, and that con- 
sequently she will never accept any 
condition which even apparently may 
offend her amour propre. 


Discussing the war M. Witte said: 
'"The squadron of Rojestvensky was 


sent against Japan not because the 
Russians had much confidence in its 
success, but. because they could not 
renounce from a military and jnoral 
point of view any chance, no matter 
how uncertain, of obtaining even a 
partial victory. 
Suppose for a mo- 


ment that the war, instead of having 
taken place in Korea or in Manchuria, 
had been fought at the true Russian 
frontiers, then the Japanese would 
not have been able to face the Rus- 
sian forces for more than six months. 
However,' even as things stand, the 
Japanese have not made such prog- 
ress as is generally believed: in fact, 
they would 
have to advance four 


times as much as they have done in 
the last year and a half to reach Rus- 
sia proper, in which case alone they 
might consider themselves in a posi- 
tion 
to 
impose the 
conditions of 


peace. 
But they are very far from 


ths. and the more they advance north 
the more the respective conditions of 
the Russians and the Japanese will be 
reversed." 


M. Witte did not wish to discuss at 


this time the events in Russia, affirm- 
ing, however, that they have not the 
character nor the gravity attributed 
to them, nor can they bring: about the 
consequences which have been sup- 
posed 
partly 
by those 
prejudiced 


against Russia and partly by those 
ignorant of Russian internal affairs. 
What is going on in the Muscovite 
empire, he said, can not have any in- 
fluence on her 
foreign policy, and 


even less on the continuation or ces- 
sation of the war. 


"The gre,.t majority of tho Russian 


people,' sa:n M. \Viitf. "<io noi attach 
to the conflict in the far oast the im- 
portance which is given to it in Eu- 
rope and America. It is considered 
as a very distant colonial war. bur the 
whole Russian people would riso as a 
single man the day in which they 
should think that it is no more the 
question of a colonial war which is 
not dangerous, but a conflict threat- 
ening tbe security of the country."

Pokotiloff, a member of the Russian 
peace envoys' suite, arrived by the 
steamer Empress of Japan on his way 
to Portsmouth, N. H.. where he will 
assist M. Witte and Baron Rosen in 
the forthcoming 
peace 
negotiations. 


"Mr FolrotilOff 'declined to discuss the 
peace question in any phase, stating 
he did not know anything in that re- 
gard himself, having had no instruc- 
tions from his government as to his 
position. He had gone to Peking to 
succeed the late M. Lessar as Russian 
minister, and had been there a week 
when he received a telegram from St 
Petersburg directing him to proceed 
-to the United States to attend the 
peace negotiations.

It is said the alleged conduct of the 


marine hospital surgeons in the east is 
in part responsible for the bitter feel- 
ing which has of 3£tc~arisen in China 
against the United States, and has led 
to the widespread boycott movement 
against American goods by the Chinese 
merchants' guilds. It is reported that 
after paying their fee of $~>Q for clean 
bills of health many Chinamen have 
come to the United States only to be 
refused admittance at 
the ports of 


landing on the ground that ihey were 
infected with contagious and danger- 
ous or loathsome diseases. 


That such rejections are numerous 


is shown by the official bulletin of the 
marine hospital service for July 28. In 
that bulletin it is stated that during 
the month of June last 2:"; persons were 
certified for rejection on account of 
"dangerous, contagious or loathsome 
diseases" at the port of San Francisco 
alone. All these persons presumably 


been examined by the surgeon of 


the marine hospital service at the port 
from which they sailed in 
China or 


Japan and given clean bills of health 
by the surgeons. 


The alleged 
irregularities of our 


marine hospital surgeons was not the 
only matter thar Chief Wilkie investi- 
gated when in the Hast. It is said that

When the police finished their can 


vass of Philadelphia and reported only 
31,817 illegal and bogus voters the di- 
rector of public safety expressed -much 
dissatisfaction with the result and or- 
dered a further report. For it was ev- 
ident that in many cases the policemen 
had failed to make an accurate return. 
being influenced by a desire to help the 
machine retain the power of casting as 
many fraudulent votes as possible. 
That the discredit with which their re- 
port was received was amply justified 
is shown by the fact that in one ward 
alone, the Third, where the police re- 
turned only 1.226 bogus names, the 
canvassers sent«out by the City party 
have found 2,927, or considerably more 
than double the number reporicd by 
the police. If Ibis discrepancy hold^ 
good throughout the city, instead of 
there being less than 32,000 bogus reg- 
istered voters the number will exceed 
70,000. There is very good reason to 
believe that the latter number is near- 
er correct.
